The Choctaw Indian Reservation is located near Philadelphia, Mississippi with 
tbe-Agency Office Philadelphia. The school system consists of five Elenentary 
schools and a Burebu operated high school at Pearl River. The high §chool 
opened for the 1965 sdlool year and is part of a complfex including an elemeji- 
tary/junior high* school an.d two dormi^tories for both elementary and high school 
students wha^must cofne to school .from distant communities. There are about 

3,800 Choctaws living on the 17;,200 acres of tribal land'owned by jthe Govern'-,

The 202 sample population, comprises 17 percent of .the total 1,182 students in 
the entire Choctaw Agency Schdols. In addition, parents,* tisachers/ janitors, 
busJdrivers^.Councfi Members an^d principals provided input concerning further 
development: of the Safety Education Program. ; '

70% .stated that teachers? were teaching traffic safety. -79 percent stated that 



all teachers were teaching safety about the following subjects: fire safety, 
safety in outdoor play an^ sports, first ai'd, home safety and general school 
safety: 91 percent stated that safety education should be an important part - 
*Qf the school curriculum. ' * . 

The 14 teachers i)filerviewed agreed that Safety E-ducatio'n is being coordinated 
with other subjects that were being taught in the classroom. 

All 16 parents interviewed including Council Members were aware of- Safety 
Education being coordinated with other school subjects in the schools.
